Albert ‘W. Valecka, former chief of ; 
police of Cicero, died at the Frances 
Willard hospital last night under Such 


mysterious circumstances that the po-' ; 


lice of Chicago and Cicero and the coro- 


ner’s, office began an investigation. Ac- 


cording to the stories; of two women 
who were taken into custody, Valecka 
was severely beaten in a holdup at 
48th street and Ogden avenue on the 
night of April 28. Police were endeav- 
oring to ascertain if the alleged hold- 
up was not in fact a beating by a 
gang. 

The women, Miss Grace Woodrick, 
965 West 18th street, and Mrs. Su- 
sanne Miller, 2030 South Union avenue, 
told the police that they had been cab- 
areting with Valecka in Cicero and 
were. returning home when . three 
armed men with guns and Dillies 
stopped their automobile. Valecka was 
forced out of the tar, and robbed of 
$16. - Then, according to the women, 
the robbers knocked him down and 
kicked and beat him with the billies. 

Goes On to His Home. 


In a few minutes he recovered, the 


women said, and drove on to his home 
‘at the same address as that of Miss 
Woodrick, who says she was Valecka’s 
fiancée and that they were to have 
been married today. On May 7 he be- 
came seriously ill as a result of the 
beating and was taken to the ee 
by Miss Woodrick. 

“Take good care of him and his bitte 
will be paid,”’ the hospital authorities 
said Miss Woodrick told them. Hoew- 
ever, she did not return again before 
Valecka died. At the hospital it was 
said that death was due to injuries re- 
ceived in a beating. ‘f° 

Ousted trom Police Force. 

. Valecka was chief of police of Cicero 
from 1920 to 1924, when he was ousted 
by President Klienba of the village 
beard. For a time he was_a patrol- 
man; then he bought an inferest in a 
roadhouse known as the Blue Lantern 
in Stickhey. He had been conducting 
that place until about fourth months 

a 


ago. 

In 1922, while he was still chief of 
police, Valecka was named defendant 
in a suit for $10,000 damages for ‘alien- 


ation cf affections brought by Charles ' 
J. Goetz, 1310 South Talman avenue. | 
Goetz charged that his wife, Lillian, \* 


had been meeting Valecka clandestine- 
ly and going with him on ‘all night 
parties.

But the rule is that it soon goes 
off the job. The causes he lists are: 
fatigue, joint strain, abnormal, 
bony tacts due to bad posture, poor 
health_and resultant bad posture, obes- 
ity,” istk of sleep, overwork and myxoe- 
dema. 

To. correct the posture errors he recom- 
mends the following to secure ease: : 

Put the sufferer to bed. Keep him 
there constantly for several days. He 
should lie on his back with his knees 
drawn up. His position in bed should be 
one that takes the curves out of his 
backbone — particularly the forward 
curve locatell in the small of the back. 

Later the ‘subject should stay in bed 
16 hours a day, then 14, and, finally, 12 
hours. After he gets up he should lie 
flat on the back with the knees drawn 
up for ten minutes out of each waking 
hour. ~ 
He may rest himself by lying on his 
stomach with a pillow under his abdo- 
men. This is a temporary treatment for 
relief. 

‘It should be followed by exercise to 
develop the muscles and to correct the 
errors in posture.
